wastewater treatment system additions. 

“The water bill will raise from an $1 1 
minimum to a $12 minimum,” Barker 
said. “This amounts to about $0.25 per 
1,000 gallons. The sewer rate will also 
raise from a $9 minimum to a $10 mini- 
mum. The new rates will be effective 
upon publication.” 

In other business, the council ap- 
proved the first reading of the 2007 se- 
ries bond ordinance for $400,000 to fin- 
ish the sewer plant project. Members 
also approved a municipal co-op reso- 
lution, an agreement with the state for 
$31,000 to pave city streets. 

The council also approved the reap- 
pointment of John Motley to the local 
airport board and approved $1,000 
grants to Meals on Wheels and the Re- 
lay for Life, which Councilman Mark 
Walter said assists local cancer patients. 

“All Relay for Life money is sent to 
a national American Cancer Society 
fund,” Walter said. “If a local cancer 
patient is in need of financial aid, etc., 
they can apply for assistance from the 
fund by filling out the appropriate pa- 
perwork. Though the money goes out of 
the county, local people can still benefit 
from it.” 

Before adjournment, the council 
heard a report on Dairy Cheer’s efforts 
to recompense its delinquent restaurant 
tax, of which Barker said four months 
has been paid.

$2.00 per month hike 
to help pay cost of 
water, sewer impvts.

\The West Liberty City Council gave 
second reading and voted unanimously 
to approve an ordinance raising water 
and sewer rates at its regular meeting 
Monday evening, imposing a $2 increase 
on local customers. 

The ordinance was introduced and 
given its first reading at a special meet- 
ing last Friday. 

City Clerk Sally Barker said the rate 
increases will help pay off indebedness 
incurred on the new water plant and 



Contracts let 
for Ky. 7 and 
Ky. 172 work 

After awarding construction con- 
tracts at a record level of more than $1 
billion last year, the Kentucky Transpor- 
tation Cabinet is gearing up for another 
busy year for highway projects in 2007. 

Governor Ernie Fletcher and the Ken- 
tucky Transportation Cabinet last week 
announced the awarding of two road 
construction contracts totaling 
$66,059.42 in Morgan County. 

The first contract is for the resurfac- 
ing of 0.3 miles of Ky. 7, West Liberty- 
Sandy Hook Road, between the U.S. 460 
intersection in West Liberty to Cedar 
Road at the beginning of the surface for 
the recently reconstructed section. 
Hinkle Contracting Corp. was awarded 
the low-bid contract for this project for 
$45,047.40. The anticipated completion 
date is Nov. 30. 

The second contract is for the instal- 
lation of guardrail along a 0.25-mile sec- 
tion of Ky. 172 between Ky. 1614 and 
the Johnson County line. Big Sandy 
Guardrail was awarded the low-bid con- 
tract for this project for $21,012.02. The 
anticipated completion date is July 3 1 . 

“KY 7 is a major route connecting 
Morgan County to Interstate 64, and this 
route is vital to the region,” Governor 
Fletcher said. “Our goal is to keep 
Kentucky’s highways in the best pos- 
sible condition, and this and other pav- 
ing projects across the Commonwealth 
will help us achieve this goal. We are 
also striving to install guardrail in areas 
where it is needed to help prevent acci- 
dents, and the KY 172 project will help 
reduce hazards in this location.” 

Construction activities are scheduled 
on a tentative basis and are subject to 
change depending on weather condi- 
tions. Motorists are asked to “Drive 
Smart” in work zones and be aware of 
workers and construction equipment 
when traveling in construction areas.

Morgan Clerk’s Ofc. among 
first to get new technology 



Improvements part of 
statewide plan to upgrade 
all county clerks’ offices 

The Morgan County Clerk’s Office 
is one of the first in Kentucky to get tech- 
nology upgrades as a part of a statewide 
Automated Vehicle Information System 
(AVIS) computer upgrade that will take 
place across the state during the next 
three years. The announcement was 
made last week by Gov. Ernie Fletcher 
and the Kentucky Transportation Cabi- 
net (KYTC) last week. The installation 
began last week 

“It’s hard to imagine, but in some 
counties this old computer equipment 



has been in use for about a quarter of a 
century,” said Transportation Cabinet 
Secretary Bill Nighbert. “Governor 
Fletcher’s commitment to this project 
has made the system upgrades possible. 
The county clerks desperately need new 
equipment so they can do their jobs more 
efficiently.” 

As the result of a Transportation 
Cabinet initiative, the state’s budget now 
includes $750,000 over the next two 
years to replace old terminals, printers, 
and networks in county clerk’s offices 
all across the Commonwealth. The two- 
part AVIS upgrade will include replace- 
ment of network equipment and hard- 
ware, as well as software enhancements.

In our zeal to be civilized,

FRANKFORT — Is it just me 
or is this gubernatorial primary 
that was supposed to be a brawl 
turning into one long Sunday af- 
ternoon nap? 

With only four weeks before 
Kentucky’s voters cast ballots in 
the Republican and Democrat 
primaries, no candidate in either 
party appears to have broken 
loose from the pack or scored 
anything like a stunning coup to 
set his or her candidate on fire 
with voters. 

In a capital city that exists on 
politics, I’ve seen exactly one 
yard sign for a Democrat candi- 
date within a half-mile of the 
Governor’s Mansion. And in a 
place where talking politics takes 
a backseat only to the new UK 
basketball coach, no one is talk- 
ing about the candidates. 

Most of the seven Democrats 
and three Republicans have 
started television advertising, but 
the ads are fairly generic — 
they’re all nice, dedicated people 
prepared to step forward and lead 
the state to greater glory. 

Yawn. What else are they go- 
ing to say? 

In two televised debates so far 
on KET, thee were hardly any 
stars outshining the others. 
They’ve promised to behave 
themselves and so far they 
largely have. 

The biggest thing to come out 
of a forum here last week spon- 
sored by the Kentucky Commis- 
sion on Women and the League 
of Women Voters were admis- 
sions that some position papers 
put out by Democratic candidates 
Steve Beshear and Bruce 
Lunsford were pretty much lifted 
verbatim from campaigns in 
other states last year. 

Surprise ! Does anyone really 
think candidates for governor 
burn the midnight oil poring over 
their home PCs developing po- 
sitions on health care and early 
childhood education? 

That’s what they spend big 
money hiring campaign consult- 
ants for, consultants who migrate 
from state to state and campaign 
to campaign year after year. 

Presumably, even if the ideas 
aren’t especially original, the 
candidates think they’re good 
enough to adopt as their own. It’s 
then the voters’ responsibility to 
vote for or against them. 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher and his 



chief challenger, former U.S. 
Rep. Anne Northup, didn’t show 
up at the candidate forum here. 

No surprise there. 

Fletcher knows the hiring 
scandal ruined any chance of his 
carrying the huge state employee 
vote in Franklin County. Northup 
probably figures it will be an- 
other 30 years before a Republi- 
can carries the heavily Demo- 
cratic capital city. 

Even the issue of expanded 
gambling, which was supposed 
to be a galvanizing issue for both 
those who support it and those 
who oppose it hasn’t set off any 
sparks. It’s been around more 
than a decade now and perhaps 
has lost the public’s attention. Or 
the public just doesn’t care one 
way or another. 

The one surprise so far is that 
House Speaker Jody Richards’ 
campaign for the Democrat 
nomination seems to be sputter- 
ing. He came in a strong second 
for the nomination four years 
ago, and this undoubtedly will be 
his last statewide race. But his 
campaign manager and chief 
fund raiser departed a couple of 
weeks ago — never a good sign. 
He hasn’t begun airing 
te41evision ads, which usually 
translates into problems raising 
money, and even after so many 
years as House Speaker, he still 
has problems speaking off the 
cuff. 

As for Fletcher, even all the 
oversized checks he’s been hand- 
ing out all over the place since 
January haven’t succeeded in 
pushing him much higher in the 
polls than around 40 percent. And 
Northup ’s insistence that the hir- 
ing scandal means Fletcher can’t 
be reelected hasn’t succeeded in 
pushing her into a lead with Re- 
publican voters. 

Anything can happen in four 
weeks, of course, and my guess 
is that the mud-slinging TV ads 
and campaign materials are in 
storage ready to come out when 
the time is right. 

There are more debates and 
public forums scheduled in 
which one or another candidate 
may score significantly against 
the rest. 

The really troublesome 
thought, however, is that this 
long nap will just go on and on 
and then be extended beyond 
May 22 to a runoff the end of 
June.

The system improvements are 
being made first in the 60 small- 
est counties in the state. The net- 
work used by the county clerks 
will be updated, old terminals will 
be replaced with PCs, and main- 
frame printers are being discarded 
in favor of new PC printers that 
will be used for vehicle registra- 
tions. 

“This is going to be a very 
positive change for us” said Mor- 
gan County Clerk Randy Will- 
iams. “We appreciate being cho- 
sen as one of the first county 
clerk’s offices to benefit from this 
project. We also want to thank the 
Transportation Cabinet for mak- 
ing an investment in Morgan 
County, which will save a lot of 
time for us and our customers.” 

“These much-needed im- 
provements will make a world of 
difference for the county clerks 
and their customers,” said De- 
partment of Vehicle Regulation 
Commissioner Roy Mundy. “This 
project will bring all the county 
clerks on board with the same 
modern computer network. It is 
the foundation for the new AVIS 
computer system, as well as fu- 
ture consumer services like digi- 
tized plates, on-demand registra- 
tion stickers, and expanding 
Internet transactions.” 

The KYTC is planning to 
complete the hardware and soft- 
ware upgrades in at least 40

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After 53 years, Ohio Air Force veteran retains fond 
memories of Yocum and its ‘friendly, generous people’

Scores of volunteers rushed to scene of 
1953 fighter crash to search for pilot

In 1953, Morgan County was 
still “a hundred miles from nearly 
anywhere.” The major roads in 
and out were narrow, winding 
ribbons of asphalt blocked in 
winter time by steep dangerous 
hills with hairpin curves. The 
way in and out of most commu- 
nities was by rutted dirt or gravel 
roads and frequently via creek 
bed. 

Norman Newman of Peebles, 
Ohio, has a warm spot in his heart 
when he remembers Morgan 
Countians as they were in 1953 . 
Mr. Newman played a small part 
in the aftermath of a fighter jet 
crash that occurred near West 
Liberty in October 1953, and 
never forgot the experience — 
not so much the more or less rou- 
tine recovery of the crashed 
plane, but rather, the locale and 
the hospitable Morgan County 
folks he met during the 10 days 
he and two other military police- 
men spent guarding the crash 
site. 

Newman, now 73, was a 19- 
year-old military police sergeant 
when he was assigned to accom- 
pany a team of crash investiga- 
tors dispatched from Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base in Ohio 
to Yocum, the rural community 
in Morgan County where the 
crash had occurred, 

He and his companions, like 
the pilot of the crashed jet, who 
bailed out safely near West Lib- 
erty, experienced Morgan 
Countians’ famed hospitality first 
hand. 

A few months ago, Newman, 
contacted The Courier in search 
of information about the crash, 
which occurred Oct. 29, 1953, 
and stating that he was planning 
on visiting in Kentucky and 
would like to visit the crash site 
again. A few weeks ago, he and 
his wife drove to Morgan County 
to visit the Yocum area and try 
to locate the crash site. After 
stopping by The Courier office to 
get directions (they had driven by 
the Yocum community on new 
Ky. 519 without recognizing the 
area), the Newmans retraced 
their route and met and talked 
with residents in the community, 
many of whom could recall the 
crash. However, much has 
changed in the 53 years since the 
incident and no one was able to 
pinpoint the exact location of the 
Cooper home and barn, where he 
and the other MPs spent a week 
watching over the crash site. “Ba- 
sically, we lived off the good 
people who lived there,” 
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Injured In Car 
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We Win Cases! 
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Newman recalled. “We chopped 
wood for the family and they 
brought us food and they would 
allow us to sleep inside.” 

Newman, a retired Air Force 
veteran, who later enjoyed a sec- 
ond career as a U.S. Secret Ser- 
vice agent, has not exactly lived 
an uneventful life. During his 
service as a Secret Service of- 
ficer, he served as an armored 
limousine driver transporting 
dignitaries around Washington. 
During those years, his duties 
included chauffeuring Presidents 
Lyndon Johnson, Gerald Ford, 
Jimmy Carter, Ronald Reagan, 
and George Bush. He also chauf- 
feured First Lady Hillary Clinton 
and was a driver for Queen Eliza- 
beth of England during one of her 
visits to the Capitol. 

It is interesting and a tribute 
to Morgan County that one of Mr. 
Newman’s cherished memories 
is of the ten days he spent 53 
years ago at a rural farm stead at 
Yocum in Morgan County. 

In a letter to the editor follow- 
ing his visit back to Morgan, Mr. 
Newman wrote: 

Dear Mr. Kinner, 

I received your letter and a 
copy of the newspaper article to- 
day. I appreciate all the time and 
effort you spent on locating the 
clipping and mailing a copy to 
me. 

After I left your office, my 
wife and I drove out to the Yocum 
area and talked to some individu- 
als about the plane crash. They 
remembered the crash and the 
location. They told me the farm- 
house and barn had been torn 
down. They said it would be 
doubtful that I could find the ex- 
act site. 

Although I was disappointed 
in not being able to find the ac- 
tual site, the area still looked fa- 
miliar to me after 53 years. It 
brought back a lot of memories 
of the friendly and generous 
people of the area during the sev- 
eral days we were responsible for 
the security of the wreckage. 

After visiting your office and 
talking with you and some of the 
local people, I found they still 
exist today. 

Many thanks to you and your 
staff.

Trivia Tidbit 

Hildegarde Hawthorne, who 
was the daughter of Julian 
Hawthorne and the granddaugh- 
ter of Nathaniel Hawthorne, be- 
came a well-known writer for 
young people. 



Equally representative of the 
caring and hospitality of Morgan 
Countians is the story of the P- 
86 fighter crash itself, which fol- 
lows. The story is reprinted from 
the Oct. 31, 1953, edition of The 
Courier. 

After a night of tension, the 
people of West Liberty and a 
large part of Morgan County 
breathed relief Wednesday morn- 
ing when the pilot of an Air Force 
jet fighter that crashed near 
Yocum Tuesday evening came 
into West Liberty safe and sound 
after spending the night wrapped 
in his parachute on a hillside in 
the Dyer Branch section. 

The pilot identified himself as 
Maj. William D. Britton, 29, of 
Knoxville, stationed at the Alex- 
andria, Louisiana, Air Force 
base. 

But more relieved than people 
here was his father, W. W. 
Britton, a brother and brother-in- 
law and their pastor, who drove 
here from Knoxville during the 
night, arriving about 5:30 a.m. 
Told at that time that the pilot had 
not been found, they went on to 
the scene of the disintegrated 
plane before breakfast and came 
back to west Liberty about 7:15, 
the father believing that his son 
had been killed in the crash, and 
the brother and pastor hoping and 



trying to convince the father that 
the Major had “bailed out” in 
time to save himself. 

A Joyous Reunion 

They were in this frame of 
anxious tension when they went 
into Elam’s restaurant and in- 
quired if the jet pilot had been 
found. Mrs. Elam spoke up, 
“Why, yes. He came into town a 
while ago, and just went up the 
street.” 

Someone in the back booth 
overheard the conversation and 
jumped up, crying, “What?” 

When Mrs. Elam repeated the 
pilot was in town — and safe, all 
jumped up and rushed to the front 
for more information, the father, 
a man of 66, shedding tears as he 
reached the door. 

Informed that the pilot had 



walked up the street a few min- 
utes before and was in Stamper’s 
restaurant, two doors away, the 
group rushed in there. 

Maj. Britton was seated at a 
booth in the back dining room 
drinking coffee with two State 
Policemen when his father and 
the others entered. Miss Dorothy 
Williams, waitress, said they 
rushed into the dining room and 
“the next thing I saw was the pi- 
lot in his brother’s arms — and 
then they all hugged up in a joy- 
ful reunion.” 

The plane, an F-86 jet fighter, 
zoomed over West Liberty about 
5:30 Tuesday evening just after 
dusk, the roar of its jet sounding 
so loud in an overcast sky that 
many townspeople went outside 
to investigate. It circled the town 
twice again, but each time at a 
higher altitude, judging by the 
sound. The plane was not visible 
nor did it have lights. Many felt 
the plane was in trouble, and Fire 
Chief John Turner took the fire 
truck and volunteer motorists to 
a field near town and beamed the 
headlights to indicate an emer- 
gency landing strip. But the 
plane” s sound had vanished then. 
Some townspeople saw a bright 
light as the jet’s roar vanished 



northwestward. A few minutes 
later, Clay Collins phoned in 
from his store at Blaze that a 
plane had crashed on a hill about 
half way between Blaze and 
Yocum, and the State Police at 
Morehead were notified. Miss 
Letha Nell Patrick, teacher at the 
Hickory Grove school, had 
brought the news to Collins’ 
store. 

Within a few minutes, scores 
of cars converged at the scene of 
the crash — a hillside on the Jim 
Cooper farm on Paynter’s 
Branch, about 9 s northwest of 
West Liberty — and began search- 
ing the wreckage scattered over 
a half acre of the hillside. No 
trace of the pilot was found — but 
the jacket of a uniform, neatly 
pressed, was packed up close by. 
In it were papers bearing Maj. 
Britton’s name. 

State Police and spectators 
with flashlights combed the hill- 
side and spread out in a long 
search near the crash, but four 
hours of searching revealed noth- 
ing but parts of the plane. 

A part of the jet turbine 
hurtled down the hill into the 
barn of Jim Cooper’s and the

white hot metal burned and cut 
the hind legs of a mule inside and 
set the barn on fire. However, the 
blaze was soon extinguished. 

A part of the tail section was 
intact, but other than it and part 
of the jet turbine, the plane had 
been nearly disintegrated in a 
blinding explosion when it hit the 
hillside, spectators there said. 
“The flying debris had set numer- 
ous fires over the hillside. 

Some of the searchers came 
back to town at 10 p.m., leaving 
the State Police on guard, with 
still no trace of" the pilot. 

At sunup next morning Maj. 
Britton made his way off a hill- 
side on Dyer Branch, 4 miles 
north of West Liberty, to the farm 
home of Troy Haney, a mile from 
Pomp. When the pilot told who 
he was, Mrs. Haney, he said, 
hugged him like a son, overjoyed 
at his safe escape. Her son, Eu- 
gene, had helped search for the 
pilot the previous night. She pre- 
pared him a breakfast of bacon 
and eggs and biscuits, etc., and 
then Eugene, who works at the 
West Liberty Cut Rate Market, 
brought him to town. It was a few 
minutes later that the dramatic 
reunion with his father and oth- 
ers took place. 

The P-86 jet fighter is in the 
600-mile-an-hour class of mod- 
ern planes. Maj. Britton was en 
route from Louisiana to McGee- 
Tyson Air Force Base at Knox- 
ville, but his radio went dead and 
it is believed he overshot Knox- 
ville. 

With his fuel supply nearly 
exhausted as he neared West Lib- 
erty at dusk, Maj . Britton dropped 
down below the overcast here, he 
later said, attempting to locate an 
emergency landing strip which 
was shown on his map as being 
near Piedmont Airline’s beacon 
on a hill here. Finding no strip 
here, he said, he climbed back to 
12,000 feet and “bailed out in the 
clouds.” 

“I was talking over my radio 
to Knoxville while over West Lib- 
erty, but got no answers,” he said. 
“I told them I had pulled out of 
the overcast at 6,000 feet,” he 
said. 

Because of the great speed of 
the jet, the only way a pilot can 
leave a disabled plane is by cata- 
pulting himself — seat and all — 
from the craft with an explosive 
charge. (The aluminum seat was 
found by Silas Collins, tenant on 
the Curren Nickell farm on 
Gravely Lick 3 miles north of 
town, Tuesday.) 

Britton said he bailed out 
while still near West Liberty. He 
landed four miles north and his 



plane crashed 9 miles northwest. 

Britton told The Courier he 
came down in some brush in a 
filed after dark. “I had lost my 
flashlight, but I lighted a map and 
waved it around, but of course no 
one saw it,” he commented. 
“Then I tried to build a fire, but 
the wind on the hill was too strong 
and blew it out. So I wrapped up 
in my parachute and spent the 
night.” 

Next morning, he heard some 
dogs barking and made his way 
to the Haney home. 

Meanwhile, the crash had been 
reported to daily papers and the 
Knoxville Journal telephoned his 
father at 10:30. The father and a 
son, Robert; a brother-in-law, 
Tom Hawkins, and their pastor, 
Rev. Charles Ausmus of the Lin- 
coln Park Baptist Church, left 
Knoxville at midnight and drove 
here. The pilot’s mother took a 
plane to Alexandria, La., to be 
with his wife and two small sons 
while the search went on. 

Maj. Britton and his party 
were guests at the Cole Hotel un- 
til Thursday afternoon when he 
left for Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base, Ohio. 

Technicians from Wright- 
Patterson, military police and of- 
ficers came here Tuesday to 
gather the wreckage and conduct 
a routine investigation into the 
crash. 

In the Air Force since 1942, 
Maj. Britton served as a fighter 
pilot in the Italian and European 
campaigns in World War II and 
was wounded by flak in Italy, ac- 
cording to his pastor. “But this is 
the first time I ever had to bail 
out,” the major told The Courier. 

In a letter of thanks published 
in The Courier, Maj. Britton 
wrote: 

I want to thank the very hos- 
pitable people of West Liberty for 
their great courtesy and the fine 
treatment I have received while 
here. It was good to learn that if I 
had been laying out there with a 
broken leg or some injury, they 
would have found me shortly. 

I appreciate the hospitality, 
also the medical attention I got 
from your Dr. Murray. And I want 
to publicly thank Mrs. Troy 
Haney for the fine breakfast she 
got me, and to Eugene Haney for 
bringing me to town. I want to 
thank every one of the fine people 
here.

Time to think about 
termites 



Springtime, with its warmer 
temperatures and more abundant 
rainfall, is typically when many 
winged termites emerge inside 
homes and other structures. Ter- 
mites swarm from the colony to 
disburse, fall to the ground, find 
mates, and start new colonies in 
the soil. 

From now through May, you 
might see swarms of winged ter- 
mites, called swarmers, inside 
your home, signaling an infesta- 
tion that can cause extensive and 
costly damage. Since swarmers 
are attracted to light, you often 
see them, or their shed wings, 
around windows, doors and light 
fixtures. 

We also see winged ants in the 
springtime. By examining the in- 
sect you can learn whether it’s a 
termite or an ant. Termites have 
straight antennae; ants have el- 
bowed antennae. Also, termites 
have uniform waists; ants have 
constricted waists between body 
regions. Termites have two pair 
of wings of equal size. Ants also 
have two pair of wings, but the 
forewings are longer than the 
hind wings. 

Other signs of a termite infes- 
tation are pencil-thin; mud 
“tubes” on inside and outside sur- 
faces such as foundation walls, 
piers, sills and floor joists. Ter- 
mites make these mud tunnels to 
travel between underground colo- 
nies and your home. Another sign 
of an infestation is damaged 
wood hollowed out along the 
grain with dried bits of mud or 
soil lining the feeding galleries. 

Termite feeding and resulting 
damage can remain undetected in 
exposed wood because the outer 
surface usually is left intact. 

You can reduce the risk of a 
termite attack by following these 
suggestions: 

•Store wood off of the ground. 

•Keep moisture from accumu- 
lating near the foundation. 

•Reduce humidity in crawl 
spaces. 

•Store firewood, lumber or 
other wood debris away from the 
foundation. 

•Don’t store wood in the crawl 
space. 

•Sparingly use decorative 
wood chips and mulch. 

•Consider having your home 
treated by a professional pest con- 
trol firm. 

Many infestations result from 
direct contact between structural 
wood and the soil, which gives 
termites access top food, mois- 
ture, shelter and provides a hid- 
den entry into your home. Make 
sure to have at least six inches 
between the ground level and 
wood siding, porch steps, lattice- 
work, door or window frames, 
posts and similar wooden ele- 
ments. Contrary to popular belief, 
pressure-treated wood isn’t im- 
mune to infestation because ter- 
mites will enter through cut ends 
or cracks and build tunnels over 
the surface to susceptible wood 
above. 

Since termites are attracted to 
moisture, they are more likely to 
enter a structure when soil next 
to the foundation consistently is 
moist. So, divert water away from 
the foundation with properly 
functioning gutters, downspouts, 
and splash blocks. Repair leaking 
faucets, water pipes and air con- 
ditioning units. Adjust the soil 
grade next to the foundation so 
that surface water drains away 



from the building, and adjust 
lawn sprinklers and irrigation sys- 
tems to minimize water pooling 
near the foundation. 

Reduce humidity in crawl 
spaces by providing adequate 
ventilation. Don’t allow shrub- 
bery and other vegetation o grow 
over vents; it will inhibit cross- 
ventilation. Reduce crawl space 
moisture by installing four to six 
milliliter polyethylene sheeting 
over 75% of the soil surface. 

Firewood, lumber and other 
wood debris stored against the 
foundation or in crawl spaces at- 
tract termites and provide a food 
source. This practice also gives 
termites a hidden entry into the 
home and allows them to bypass 
any existing termicide soil barrier. 

Cellulose-containing materi- 
als including mulch and wood 
chips attract termites. Use these 
materials sparingly, especially 
when you have other conditions 
conducive to termite problems. 
Never allow mulch to touch wood 
siding, door frames or window 
frames. Consider using crushed 
stone or pea gravel instead. These 
materials are less attractive to ter- 
mites and can reduce other posts 
such as millipedes, pillbugs, 
earwings and crickets. 

The best way to prevent ter- 
mite infestations is to have your 
home treated by a professional 
pest control. 

There are two general catego- 
ries of termite treatment, liquids 
and baits. Liquid treatments are 
intended to provide an effective, 
long-lasting chemical barrier, 
which termites cannot breach, 
around and beneath your home. 
Termite baits are installed in plas- 
tic stations below the ground in 
the yard and occasionally in- 
doors. Foraging termites con- 
sume the bait and share it with 
their nest-mates, resulting in a 
gradual decline in termite num- 
bers.

Couple sues over 
Peter Pan illness 

SALYERSVILLE — A 
Salyersville couple has sued 
Conagra Foods, Inc., alleging that 
he company manufactured and 
marketed a food product that 
caused them sickness and harm. 
Their suit claims that the prod- 
uct — Peter Pan Peanut Butter, 
was purchased from a 
Salyersville store on February 7. 

The civil action filed by C. 
Phillip Wheeler, Jr., of Kirk Law 
Firm, alleges that the couple, 
Patricia and Darren Ambrozich, 
became sick later in the day after 
Mrs. Ambrozich made peanut 
butter sandwiches and cookies 
from the peanut butter. 

According to the suit, after 
becoming violently ill, the couple 
had to be taken to a local hospi- 



tal where they were diagnosed 
with food poisoning. It was their 
doctor, the couple said, who sus- 
pected peanut butter poisoning. 

“Compensation for Mr. and 
Mrs. Ambrozich was the primary 
reason we at Kirk filed these 
cases, said Atty. Wheeler. “ How- 
ever, there is another reason and 
that is one more attempt to de- 
mand that these companies pre- 
paring foods for our tables pro- 
vide products that are, at a mini- 
mum, not harmful.” 

Earlier this year, a salmonella 
outbreak traced to the Georgia 
plants that manufacture Peter Pan 
and Great Value peanut butter 
brands sickened more than 400 
people in 44 states.

Fletcher requests 
USD A disaster relief 
funds for farmers 

Gov. Ernie Fletcher has re- 
quested USDA disaster assis- 
tance be made available for farm- 
ers across the state due to crop 
losses resulting from extreme 
cold temperatures that occured 
April 5-10. 

Kentucky experienced lower 
than normal temperatures, which 
destroyed many of the 
Commonwealth’s crops. From 
April 5-10, the average low tem- 
perature reported for the blue- 
grass area was 25 degrees. In 
early reports, it appears crops 
with a loss greater than 30 per- 
cent include strawberries, alfalfa, 
wheat, peaches, apples pears, 
grapes, blueberries and barley. 

This damage was increasd by 
the unseasonably warm tempera- 
tures in late March. The devasta- 
tion was widespread throughout 
the state from Ashland to the 
Mississippi River. Close to a 100 
percent loss on orchards and first 
cuttings of alfalfa is estimated.

ARH, United Steelworkers reach 
a tentative contract agreement 



Gubernatorial candidate 
Jody Richards supports 
union on local picket line

Appalachian Regional 
Healthcare and United Steelwork- 
ers (USW) union negotiators 
reached a tentative three-year 
contract agreement Saturday 
night, with no details being re- 
leased at press time. 

The 2,400 employees from 
throughout the region covered 
under the contract will hear agree- 
ment details from union leaders, 
who are expected to vote on the 
accord sometime this week. 

“Employee participation and 
involvement will be vital as ARH 
and the USW work together un- 
der this new contract,” ARH 
President and CEO Jerry Haynes 
said in an April 21 press release. 
“We will all have to be united as 
ARH moves forward to operate 
our facilities and regain the con- 
fidence and trust of the commu- 
nities we serve.” 

Approximately 100 local 
home health, home care store and 
hospital employees have picketed 
across the street from Morgan 
County ARH since April 1 over 
wage increases, insurance cover- 
age, pensions and other issues.. 

Democratic gubernatorial can- 
didate Jody Richards, who is en- 
dorsed by the USW of Kentucky, 
visited the West Liberty picket 
line along with Kentucky State 
AFL-CIO President Bill 
Londrigan and Secretary Trea- 
surer Larry Jaggers April 18 to

support union workers. 

“Union members should know 
they are not alone in this 
struggle,” Londrigan said. “By 
reminaing united, they will be vic- 
torious. We want to urge ARH to 
negotiate a fair agreement that 
protects the interests of their 
workers.” 

Jaggers, an active USW mem- 
ber, concurred. 

“We are here to support our 
brothers and sisters on the picket 
line,” Jaggers said. “Hopefully 
there will be a positive outcome 
as key issues concerning both 
sides are addressed. Everyone in- 
volved wants to get back to busi- 



ness. 

Morgan County ARH Com- 
munity CEO Tim Hatfield, who 
did not comment on the April 1 8 
rally, said he hopes the strike will 
be resolved following the USW 
vote. 

ARH is a non-profit healthcare 
system serving 350,000 residents 
across eastern Kentucky and 
southern West Virginia. The ARH 
system employs 4,600 employees 
and is the single largest employer 
in southeastern Kentucky and the 
third largest private employer in 
southern West Virginia.

Stop The Stealth Tax Hike

Whether you filed your taxes 
early, or whether you joined the 
last-minute crowd this weekend, 
let me ask: Are your taxes too 
low? 

Chances are, you said no. But 
Congress must not agree. Because 
under the budget resolutions re- 
cently passed by the House and 
Senate, you can expect your taxes 
to go up - and by quite a bit. Law- 
makers approved bills that would 
repeal tax relief, increase spend- 
ing and blithely ignore the biggest 
fiscal challenge facing our coun- 
try. 

These are the first budget 
documents produced by Demo- 
crats since they regained control 
of both chambers in November. 
The bills still need to go through 
a conference committee to settle 
on a single piece of legislation to 
be delivered to President Bush. 
Still, let’s take a closer look at 
what lawmakers have wrought so 
far. 

Both bills project that tax rev- 
enues over the next five years will 
go up. Fair enough: revenues have 
increased in the last five years, as 
a direct result of the supply-side 
cuts in tax rates that President 
Bush advocated - rates that are

set to start rising soon. 

Look closer though. The num- 
bers used in these bills are almost 
identical to what the Congres- 
sional Budget Office estimates 
revenues will be if the tax rates 
are allowed to rise and if the Al- 
ternative Minimum Tax is not 
fixed. (The AMT is expected to 
take a bite out of the pocketbooks 
of some 19 million American 
households this year.) 

This amounts to a massive tax 
increase. Under the Senate bill, 
the average household’s taxes 
would jump by $2,641 each year 
over the next decade. 

And here is a word to the wise: 
if this budget passes, it might be 
smart to plan to hire a food taster 
in 2010. The death tax, which has 
been gradually reduced in recent 
year, goes away completely for 
that one year. But if lawmakers 
do not make its repeal permanent, 
the death tax is set to come back 
full force in 2011. Die at the 
“wrong time” and your family 
could get hit with a crippling tax 
bill. 

The Senate budget also calls 
for $ 1 8 billion more in non-emer- 
gency discretionary spending 
than the President proposed in his 
budget. That is almost a 9 percent 
increase in just one year. It is safe 
to say that few Americans en- 
joyed a 9 percent raise last year. 
The House version aims to boost 
discretionary spending by an ad- 
ditional $69 billion over five 
years. 

And then there is that elephant 
in the room ignored by both the 
House and Senate: entitlement 
programs. 

Beginning next year, the first 
baby boomers will become eli- 
gible for early Social Security 
benefits. In the decades ahead, 
some 77 million people will re- 
tire to Social Security and medi- 
care. Yet no money has been set 
aside to pay for the benefits. 

That means the cost of these 
programs is on pace to leap from 
8.7 percent of GDP to 19 percent 
of GDP by 2050. But to manage 
that, we would have to either raise 
taxes by $11,651 per household 
(adjusted for inflation and rising 
incomes) or eliminate every other 
government program. 

A responsible federal budget 
would start preparing for this 
coming storm while there is still 
time to tame it. But the bills our 
lawmakers passed are decidedly 
irresponsible. 

President Bush should veto 
this budget. Then he and Con- 
gress can get serious about craft- 
ing one that holds down taxes and 
spending - and prepares for the 
future.

On Mother’s Day, we cel- 
ebrate the special people in our 
lives. There are a number of ways 
you can show someone you love 
how much you care. So consider 
doing something for them that 
can really make a difference. 
Show them how to get extra help 
with their Medicare prescription 
drug costs. 

The high cost of medicine can 
be a burden on your loved ones 
who have limited income and re- 
sources. Extra help - available 
through Social Security - can pay 
part of their monthly premiums, 
annual deductibles and prescrip- 
tion co-payments. The extra help 
could be worth an average of 
$3,700 per year. 

To figure out if they’re eli- 
gible, Social Security needs to 
know your loved one’s income 
and the value of their savings, 
investments and real estate (other 
than the home they live in).

• Income limited to $15,315 
for an individual or $20,535 for 
a married couple living together. 
Even if their annual income is 
higher, your loved ones still may 
be able to get some help with 
monthly premiums, annual 
deductibles and prescription co- 
payments.
